’’There was no great i bought of tho 
middle ages whlolt was not written 
down as a carving on a cathedral. Na- 
ture, ethics, and history, were all por- 
trayed on the cathedrals of tho olgn* 
teonth century” sold lTofossor McCul- 
high, of tho Department of Classics, In 
an address on the Gothic Cathedrals of 
Franco of the fourteenth century, at 
tho Mechanics Institute, last evening. 

lTofossor McCullagh traced the de- 
velopment of the cathedral from tho 
small wooden- roofed Roman Basllllca 
to the imposing Gothic architecture of 
medieval France. The early cathedrals 
of the ninth and tenth centuries dif- 
fered from the similar structures of 
the thirteenth in many ways. Most im- 
portant of these differences was the 
system of vaulting. 

The heavy stone roof of the early 
cathedral gave rise to barreled vault- 
ing. an extremely romierous style of 
architecture for the purpose of sup- 
porting the great lateral thrust and 
downward pressure. The walls were 
very thick and there were very few 
windows. The ornamentation of these 
early cathedrals was very stiff and

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Miss Crabbe's Column 
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McGILL AND COLLEGE ATHLETICS JOLTED 

T HE judges last night had to take into consideration debating prowess as 
well as subject matter. And In the former art the Maritime debaters gave 
the McGill team another object-lesson, which It takes a very good team to do. 

But the audience can be calculated to givo a decision resting largely on 
.'.he subject matter as Influencing their opinion. And it is rather strange that 
.he audlor.ee, composed of representatives of tho public who are responsible 
.’or the glorification of university athletic "stars”, and the students who 
support by self-imposed contributions the two or three major sports and se- 
nior teams, voted in favor of the contention that "university athletics arc 
being over-emphasized." 

The conventional arguments for ar.d against existing conditions in ath- 
letic life in American universities were used to advantage last night, but 
same remarks on our part may not come amiss. The problem remains. Now 
can we find some universities where no such problem exists? How do they 
get over It? 

We think at or.ee of Oxford ar.d Cambridge. Athletics are held In -high 
esteem there. A rowing "blue" has a reputation transcending that of a 
rugby captain here, and yet when Oxford meets Cambridge ar.d England 
looks on, rivalry continues to be friendly, and commercial interests are 
kept out. 

Another Important point is that the faculties of these universities let 
the 'students completely handle their own athletic program, without coaslng 
to take a lively interest in university sports. On this side, most university 
faculties "sit on the fence" and we suggest that they are at fault. They 
assume control insofar as they inflict gymnastics on those who would other- 
wise take an Interest in sport, and they leave the students (and graduates) 
to get into financial scandals and inter- varsity fights; and to commercialize 
sport. They should either exert arbitrary control over college sport, or leave 
it alone except for interest as nt Oxford and Cambridge. 

We also suggest that sport Is taken altogether too seriously and sport is 
thus made to commit suicide. The learned sportsmen talk about "the sci- 
ence of rugby" and the "science of basketball’’ and so on ad nauseam, where- 
as if an attitude of mind were developed that stressed the "fun of rugby" 
and the “fun of basketball" the athletic problem would in all probability 
vanish away. . t

McGILL AND THE CITY 

lljEcGILI* has a duty toward Canada. Everyone will cam.: Ihag. McGill, 
no less, has a duty toward Montreal, and that duty is te take part in 
the progress and improvement of the city, Perhaps some of thç civic au- 
thorities would not l>e so ready to agree to that, but If they arc progressive 
themselves, they will realise the value of university advice In municipal 
matters. / 

The editor of t'nc "Revue Munlcaple" has been favored with eight ar- 
ticles on town planning contributed by McGill administrators and teachers, 
of whom Sir Arthur Currie is the most distinguished correspondent. All 
these articles have to do with town planning, and they represent the latest 
scientific thought on the subject. 

Montreal being an old-world city, at least in Us business and wholesale 
sections, Us layout today Is about as bail as It could be. 

The tremendously-increased business development demand increased 
traffic allowances, and while previous defects can only be patched up, pro- 
vision can be made against future errors. 

Sir Arthur Currie, who collaborated with R. St. J. MacDonald, chairman 
of the Housing committee, to write a leading article, emphasizes the Im- 
portant fact that a poorly-planned city Is usually far less healthy titan a 
properly lald-out city. The streets are narrower, parks are few, small, and 
badly equipped, sanitation is a harder problem ond traffic congestion is seri- 
ous. Town-planning includes the passing of legislation restricting un- 
healthy tenements and thus preventing slums. -The large slum districts In 
Montreal have been caused by lack of town-planning in years past. 

Dr. C. A. Dawson writes an article in tin: ’•Revue" describing how the 
city grows, and the natural zones which are provided. Taking advantage 
of this knowledge, be outlines a scientific town-planning scheme. Prof. 
Percy E. Nobbs discusses problems In the disposition of suburban land, and 
in a later article gives his opinion on the sort of legislation which would be 

fiLtlng in town-planning work.

Dorothy Hcncker writes In English of the Jaws now in force and contri- 
butes an article In French entitled "Quelques Examples." Dr. Lamb ad- 
vocates playgrounds, and G. R. MacLeod collaborates with City Engineer 
H. A. Terreault to outline the town planulng activities of the ■ department 
Of public works at present. This article is translated Into French. 

It will be seen that university scholar* are playing a large part in ad- 
vancing the now movement. Many other articles in the same subject appear 
in the "Revue Munlcaple" and it is evident that the university, the com- 
mercial men and the municipal authorities are m-nperotlng well In tho matter. 

Public interest lias been aroused by news Items and diagrams in the 
Daily Press, so that in the near future, McGill university may he taking a 
leading part in changing the city of Montreal for the better In a very re- 
volutionary way. And the sooner these town-planning projects are put Into 
effect, the hotter.

Turning (o tho Maritime Provinces 
themselves, lie cited several instances 
of what hail happened in Intoreo Icg- 
iato sport thero, which seemed to in- 
dicate that these differences nnd un’- 
inoHlilcs wero not conflecd l«> the 
McGill- Queens < Varsity Union. 

He criticised sport ns conducted 
nowadnys ns It sets up u false stand- 
ard of value. Tho surest way to |>op- 
ularlty in a university Is by success, 
not participation merely. In athletic*." 
Htudenls positions, lift sa d, fall to 
athletes who are often not best fitted 
for the Jobs. 

Them evils, lie maintained, can best 
lie overcome by more general puttie - 
putlnn ill sport- Most undi i gradu- 
ates are In tbe stands, and roaches 
aro hired to win championships and 
not to promote tho physical welfare 
of ( lie average undergraduate, lie said, 
and tven for these star players there 
is often little enjoyment. 

Hatsn Pulon, of Mount Allison Uni- 
versity took up tile ease for the nega 
live Ha statut that he nnd his tail- 
leg ill's Itud written to several educa- 
tional lender- In Canada asking "Dim's 
tho student who putlrlpatcu In alhtel, 
lea do Inferior work to one who do -* 
not!" The common: st answer was Unit 
there was not much difference tinted 
between the athlete and the non-alh- 
lute In the matter of academie work. 



Investigations In American Universi- 
ties show that tin scholastic lovcl of 
most athletes is higher than thnt of 
those who tnkc no part In nthletlcs. 
There, he said, sport 1 b carried much 
further than It Is here, and so the same 
thing Ih likely to be true ‘here. He 
quoted authority for the statement that 
in England, scholarship is not influ- 
enced by sport. Answering Ills oppon- 
ent’s point about hotting, lie slated that 
In the Maritimes there is no betting 
because thero is no money to bet. 

Wm. Buddsn, wns llie third speaker 
for McGill. If, lie said, 90 per cent or 
Canadian undergraduates do not parti- 
cipate in sport, the oilier ten per cent 
must indulge to nil excessive extent, 
and tills proved tho affirmative case. 
Ho maintained that sport should oper- 
ate hi two directions — for cliaractcr 
building anil for better physical de- 
velopment, Dealing with t lie spectacle 
aspect of sport ho said tiint it mny 
become nn overwhelming and danger- 
ous spectre, ns everything is sacrificed 
to make a big spectacle, and tills is 
tlio gunge by which the success of a 
sport Is measured. 

From tho academic standpoint, lie 
asked whether a university ought to 
bo known for I’a scholarship or Its _ ath- 
letics. Even though the obvious ans- 
wer la In favor of scholarship, ho said, 
a sneering attitude Is developing to- 
wards tho purely academic side. So 
much so that many men come to col- 
lege with the avowed ambition to make 
a senior team, and the acquisition of 
knowledge is lUlte a secondary con- 
sideration. 

E. M. Hcwse, of Dalhouaie Univer- 
sity, spoke last for tho negative and 
took exception in several particulars 
to the Interpretation of the subject by 
tho affirmative speakers. 

lie quoted Herbert Spencer as say- 
ing that education was "the complete 
living", and taking this definition, 
3port, for from being something aside 
from the main purpose of education, is 
an essential part of It and ought to 
occupy an Important placo In the lifo 
of every stutent. 

"This age," ho said, "places undue 
emphasis on self-expression. Sports 
show that a man’s first duty Is self- 
control". Referring to the specific cases 
cited by his opponents, he stated that 
It was the wholo that must be con- 
sidered, not isolated examples. 

Studies, he held, give high ideals, 
but sport gives nn opportunity to tran- 
slate these high Ideals Into action. 
If 90 per cent of the students In Cana- 
dian Universities do not participate In 
sports, It does not prove that sport :s 
carried to excess, but that the Import- 
ance of sport is not realised by tbe 
university authorities. For every good 
man on the playing field there are 100 
in the bleachers who could not run 
across the field if a bull were loosed 
on their heels. 

Taul then spoke in rebuttal for the 
negative side, and was followed by 
Carroll for the affirmative, after which 
the judges retired and a vote of tho 
audienee was taken. Tbe vote went 
to the, visiting debaters by a small 
margin. 

Canon Gower-Rees, In rendering the 
decision, offered some advice about de- 
bating. He explained the grounds on 
which tho Judges had based their de- 
cision, and awarded the victory to the 
negative.

Ill debaters, who were mixing tip term» when 
they refcrrnl to the spoetaeular excesses that are seen on tile Stadiums ami 
elsewhere. Never have we, as yet. fourni sueli frank outspokenness on the 
part of umlergrailnates upon the subject of sport, given from' a public plat- 
form. If this Is the ease, anil It would take a great ileal of refuting, then 
something will have to he done. Personally we have no desire to hang our 
dirty linen. 

By sport we mean athletic activities that tend to create initiative, keen 
Judgment, physical fitness and fairness of mind, lty rommeri- Inllxrd ath- 
letics we mean those spectacular displays of the playing field, at which the 
competing teams are out to win so that they may lie still considered a draw- 
ing card for the sporting fans and thereby enrich the coffers of the promoters. 
This may seem rather drastic but if tills were "Down to llrnss Tacks" and 
not "Splashing About'* the statement would hold no greater truth. It ap- 
pears today that thr universities, ns they nrc, constitute Inn large stadiums 
with schools of learning attached. I 

In our present system we have but a small group of men to whom the 
privilege of competitive games is accessible. Intramural sport Is organised, 
it Is true, but not to the same extent or with the same thoroughness that Is 
attached to the first team of the university. That is why we say that sport 
is not carried to excess in tho universities. Intercollegiate sport Is detract- 
ing from intramural sport. The question is, which Is the more important. 

In a recently read novel wc came across th,e statement, which we believe 
to be true uttered by the head of the Alumni Association of it university, 
that "Sport is the only thing with which we can face tho world," meaning 
that if the university was to keep its panic to the fore it must have a team 
which was able to defeat all comers, and so attract students to that College, 
If the conditions of universities have conic to such n plight that scholastic 
acquirements are not sufficient enough Indueemen to come to college, then 
the name of the institution should be changed to "The Institution for the ad- 
vancement of higher athletics. "If the conditions are to remain ns they are. 
so well and good, but let us be frank about our position. 

But personally we do not hold to th* idea that intra-mural sport is only 
secondary to intercollegiate. Sport in tho university Is but a means to an 
end, and not an end In Itself. Sport is such that it will develop forces 
in a person that will help him to play the game of life properly, anil unless a 
person is going to he a professional player, then there is not much use him 
to be in commercialised athletics durlns his undergraduate days. 

IV e hate to think that such things as have happened In Intercollegiate 
sport have heen so. Tet there is no use In saying that it is In the players 
themselves, for they are the victims of the circumstances -under which they 
compete. If they know that their position In college Is dependant upon being 
in or. the team, and that they will not be required on the team If It does not 
win, means that the resultant actions are not the true outcome of desire to 
compete in athletic struggle hut to gain their position in the economic world. 
Subterfuges have to be resorted to w hlcÿ.' if Interpreted by any of the fair- 
minded dealings which one associates with a sportsman, are completely out- 
side the pale. 

The grading of sport seems to be a distinctive mark of the commercial- 
ise; activities. If the sport is not spectacular and cannot draw a crowd to 
■witness its struggles then it is not called a major sport. Can anyone really 
rl£.:m that there :s more sport in a rugby game than In running twelve miles 
with the harriers, yet there is a considerable discrimination made. 

tve still maintain that sport Is not carried to excess In Canadian uni- 
versity life.
